WASHINGTON, March 3.—Rep- 
resentative Harry B. Hawes of 8t. 
Louis today introduced a ‘one 
way” soldier bonus bill in the 
House, providing for a straight 
cash bonus of $1 a day for domes- 


\#ic and $1.26 a day foreign service. 


The maximum paid for home serv- 
ice in any one case would be $525 
and for overseas service $625. 

The bill calls for a cost limita- 
tion of $1,500,000,000, which 
amount would be raised by the is- 
suance of 60-year bonds. The 
honds would be paid off by inter- 
eat received on the foreign debt.

Cagle at Herrtn. Berger was sep- 
arated from Young and escorted 
into the courtroom. 

Young declared he had authority 
to arrest anyone by virtue of a 
special Deputy Sheriff's commis- 
sion issued two years ago by the 
Sheriff of this county. 

A call was put in for Sheriff 
Timm, who went to the Federal 
Building and demanded and ob- 
tained the commission Young held. 

Has Bodyguard of Six. 

Young appeared in the corridor 
of the Federal Building this morn- 
ing with a bodyguard of six men. 

Because of the crowded condition 
in the courtroom the jurisdiction of 
hte courtroom was extended to the 
entire corridor on the second floor 


fices. 

Charlies Vansaghi and E. Van- 
saghi of Herrin, who were among 
those who entered pleas of not 
guilty to the Hquor charges, asked 
the court for protection from 
Young, who led the Ku Klux Klan 
dry raiders of Williamson County. 
Their trial] was set for March 28, 
and they were assured they were 
in no danger, despite their claims 
that Young had made _ threats 
against them. 

Roland Durham, of Herrin, 
pleaded not guilty and was the 
only one unable to furnish bonds 
while awaiting trial. He was re- 
manded to the custody of the 
marshal and will go to jail. , 

Out of a total of 226 defendants, 
al] but two pleaded not guilty. 

Following the arraignment, Fed- 
eral Judge W. C. Lindley an- 
nounced he would bar Judges in 
city and State courts from appear- 
ing as attorneys for any of the de- 
fendants. 

This order hit Judge W. Joe 
Hill of Benton and Judge Clayton 
of Johnston City, both of whom 
had appeared in court as attorneys 
for nearly 50 of those arraigned. 
A similar order will be asked for 
by Special Prosecutor Lawrence §T. 
Allen, barring State's Attorneys 
and Assistant State’s Attorneys 
from representing any of the de- 
fendants. 

In barring Judges, Judge Lindiey 
stated that it was inconsistent for 
any official of the State, county or 
city «to represent any person 
Charged with violation of a Fed- 
eral law in a United States Court.

“Clean Up Herrin,” Court’s Charge 
to the Grand Jury. 
By the Associated Press. 

HERRIN, Ill., March 3.—The 
grand jury impaneled in the Her- 
rin City Court today to investigate 
the rioting on the night of Feb. &, 
when Constable Caesar Cagle, an 
alleged Ku. Klux Klan leader, was 
killed, and Deputy Sheriff John 
Layman, an anti-klan leader, was 
shot, was instructed by City Judge 
EE," N. Bowen with the duty 
“cleaning up” Herrin.

obvious that a bonus bill would be 
passed by Congress in some form 
and that his was the cheapest plan 
offered. 

‘It is also the most satisfactory,” 
Hawes added. “Polls have shown 
that from 90 to 95 per cent of the 
former service men want cash, 
rather than insurance or vocational 
training, or any of the other bene- 
fits offered by the legion bill. 

“My bill would cost less than 
one-and-a-half billion dollars, as 
compared with Secretary Mellon's 
estimates of three-and-a-half to 
five billion dollars as the cost of 
the so-called four-way plan. 

“The overhead cost of the Amer- 
ican Legion bill would be very high. 
Under the plan of using enlisted 
men as clerks, this would be cut 
to a minimum.” 


Hearing on Bills Begun. 

Proposals to make soldier bonus 
payments in the form of paid up 
insurance led to several arguments 
at the opening of public hearings 
by the House Ways and Means 
Committee today on adjusted com- 
pensation legislation. 

Representative Andrew, Repub- 
lican, Massachusetts, explained to 
the committee a measure he intro- 
duced providing for insurance, 
with an option of cash payments 
for those veterans not entitled to 
more than $509. 

Representative Fish, Republican, 
New York, presented his bonus 
scheme of restricting all payments 
to a 20-year endowment policy. It 
would allow policies of $400 for 
each six months of service above 
60 days, with a maximum of $1600, 
and would allow $800 to beneficiar- 
ies of each of the 5000 who died 
during the war without insurance. 


| Such a measure would cost $2,000,- 


000,000 or about $100,000,000 a 
year, Fish estimated. 

While Cole said he believed 85 
per cent of the veterans would be 
satisfied with the insurance pro- 
vision, Representative Garner, Tex- 
as, ranking Democrat on the com- 
mittee, by questioning, indicated 
the belief that 80 per cent desired 
a bill providing cash payments and 
insurance option.

CHICAGO, March 3.—Whether 
radio waves can transmit thought 
is to be decided by Dr. Gardner 
Murphy of Columbia University, 
who last night supervised a telep- 
atehy test at the Edgewater Beach 
Radio Station WJAZ.

Listeners were asked to 
write down the number that came 
into their minds. 

The other tests included the an.

that the lines be drawn: a certain 
food, name to be given; and one of 
the professor’s arms registered 
pain, the answer to be that pain 
and where; pictures to be recalled 
by the listeners which the profes- 
sors would attempt to have pro- 
jected to their minds, and two tests 
by which one-half the listeners, di- 
vided alphabetically, would at- 
tempt to convey their thought to 
the other half.

Investigating a ‘tip’ that drink- 
dng and gambjing were going on 
nightly in the basement barroom 
at the Washington Hotel, which 
‘had been closed by the public ad- 
ministrator following the murder 
there of the former proprietor, 
Charles O'Neal, Feb. 5, Police In- 
spector Vasey slipped in to the 
hotel basement at 1 a. m. yester- 
day and listened. Hearing sounds 
of laughter and clinking of glasses 
in the barroom, he tried the door 
and found it locked. 

In response to the Inspector’s 
kneck a sheet was lifted from the 
glass panel of the saloon door and 
Police Sergeant Bee Beccard, 
looking out, peered’ into the eyes 
of his superior: -In--a-flash the 
sheet was thrown Back into place. 
obscuring the Inspector's vision of 
the interior of the barroom. 

“Open That Door.” 

“Open that door, Beceard,”’ shout- 
ed the inspector, “and be quick 
avout it or I'll shoot the lock off.” 

“Can't do it, inspector,”’ the Ser 
geant called back. “It’s locked and 
I haven't got the key.” " 

“Get the key or down goes the 
door,” the inspector warned, and as 
he began to hammer vigorously at 
the glass panel, he was interrupt- 
ed by the Sergeants voice. 

“Don’t break in. The bartender 
has a key and he is coming now.’’ 

When the inspector was admitted 
he saw Sergt. Beccard and Patrol- 
man George Mason leaning against 
the bar. Seven other men were 
seated at tables smoking and chat- 
ting about the weather. A rear 
door, leading to a cellar exit from 
the hotel building, was open, ana 
there were overcoats nd hats 
piled in a corner of the rreom,

Frege © records in the United 
States District Court in Kansas 
City, Reed’s own home, refute him, 
because I tried one of the most im- 
portant lawguits in the history of 
American Jurisprudence before 
Judge Van Valkenburgh, in 1919.

It is a 
policy in support of which the as- 
sent and good will of every Euro- 
pean country would have to be en- 
listed. But it és a policy which can 
only be initiated if France and En- 
gland are agreed. 

|“ Devastation in Ruined Markets.” 

“Similarly, the French people de- 
isire reparation. They conceive of 
‘it mainly in its concrete form of 
|payments by Germany for physical 
damage occasioned upon French 
territory. The British people also 
ardently desire to repair the devas- 
tation of war, but for them this 
devastation is to be interpreted in 
'wider terms—in ruined markets, ir 
vanishing purchasing power, in the 
decline of shipping and foreign 
trade, in fallen and fluctuating 
currencies, in unemployment. 

“Our devastated areas may be 
more difficult to visualize and de- 
fine: their reconstruction will be 
less tangible and more protracted. 
But they exist for us cruelly, as 
ithey exist for France, and so long 
|as no remedy is found the present 
| sfferings and anxieties of this 
empire will corftinue. 

“Before we can discuss this 
question, however, we must clearly 
await the reports of the two ex- 
pert committees, and I do so with 
the hope that they will draw your 
country and mine together. I see 
no reason why this probiem, if ap- 


man can point to a single great: 


proached from its wider aspect 
and if considered in conjunction 
with the cognate problem of inter- 
ailied debts, should not at an early 
day be solved in such 4a manner as 
to give to England hope of ec»- 
nomic stability in Europe, and to 
France the assurance that her just 
requirements will be met. 

“Here again, if France and En- 
land can but agree, the co-opera- 
tion of the other European coun- 
tries will be assured, and it will be 
possible for us to approach the 
United States, not as debtors dis- 
puting one with the other, but ag 
a united Europe anxious by mutual 
sacrifice and arrangement to cure 
the ills from which our people are 
now suffering. 

‘It is on such a basis that I 
should wish to discuss with you 
our outstanding problems. If we 
can achieve agreement on the 
main principles which inspire us, 
and if these principles can be ex- 
plained to our respective peoples 
and t@the public opinion of the 
world, then I have little doubt that 
many subsidiary problems, intri- 
cate and thorny‘though they have 
become, will not prove impossible 
of solution. 

Entanglement in Details. 

“If, on the other hand, we allow 
burselves to be entangled in a mass 
of detail which has arisen around 
such situations and problems as the 
Ruhr, the Rhineland and the Pala- 
tinate, then our ultimate objedéta 
will again become obstructed and 
we shall relapse into the old weari- 
some round of controversy and al- 
tercation on points that may be 
important, but are not fundamen- 
tal. 

“It is in the hope of avoiding 
any such retrograde movement 
that I have endeavored in this let- 
fer to indicate what I believe to 
be the essentials of the problem. I 
repeat, my dear Premier, that the 
condition of Europe can only, I 
feel convinced, be remedied by 
joint action between France and 
England, undertaken with full 
sympathy for their respective re- 
quirements and with wise regard

Peply of Poincare. 

Premier Poincare, after assuriug 
Macdonald of his agreement with 
his review, says: 

“No more than you do I wish 
at this stage to enter into too rnuch 
' detail, or formulate concrete pro- 
posals. But I am anxious to assure 
| you that I am ready to begin with 
/you an examination of these great 
outstanding problems, and I shall 
enter upon this examination in that 
spirit of concilation and loyalty 
with which you yourself are ani- 
mated. 

“TI think that with mutual good 
will we should succeed, without 
|}too much difficulty, in dispelling 
'the regrettable misunderstandirgs 
which have arisen between the two 
countries. 

“Ever since the signature of the 
peace treaty France has been wb- 
sessed by two legitimate preoccu- 
| pations. She aims at the restora- 
|tion of her material Iosses and the 
definite establishment of her secur- 
ity. Ons her side, Great Br'tain, 
whose economic life has been pro- 
found]v disturbed by the war, de- 
sires above all the revival of the 
| European markets, the general re- 
|sumption of work, and stable inter- 
natior.al relations. 

‘Far from being irreconciliable, 
the interests and desires of our two 
countries are altogether in har- 
mony and both can only be satis- 
fied by the same means. When we | 
demand our reparations and our} 


inarrow selfish sentiments: we are 
|simpiy seeking to create the eondi- 
| tions of a durable peace in Europe. 
Without that peace founded on 
justice, the commercial and indus- 
| trial life which England wishes to 
|see reborn would unfortunat2ly nct 
be possible. 

“On the other hand, the day 
France is indemnified for her ruin 
and sheltered from attack, the 
whole continent will have great 
likelihood of regaining tranquility. 


No Ulterior Motives. 


“Those of your fellow country- 
men who believe that France 
dreams or has dreamt, of the po- 
litical’ or economic agnihilation of 
| Germany are mistaken. As the 
,; creditor of Germany. France is 
‘not so mad as to wish to red ice 
her cebtor to poverty. It is in the 
interests of France that Germany 
should work, produce and recuper- 
ate, and if France does not mean 
this recovery to develop into hege- 
mony, she has not, so far as she 
herself is concerned, any ulterior 
motive of continental supremacy.” 

“No more does she harbor the’ 
ambitious designs which are some- 
times attributed to her in England 
and which are in ¢ontradiction of 
all the principles of a democratic 
republic. No reasonable French- 
man ever dreamt of annexing a 
particle of German territory, nor 
turning a single German into a 
French ‘citizen. At no time, either 
during the peace negotiations, or 
since, has any pretention of this 
nature been put forward. France 
who fought side by side with En- 
gland for the liberty of nations, is 
as incapable as England of infring- 
ing this liberty. 

+ “Apart from Alsace we have 
never claimed the Rhine and a 
frontier. We only asked that Ger- 
many could no longer be in a post!- 
tion to use the Rhine as a military 
base in fresh attacks a«ainst 
France. We have asked that in 
the general interests of peace the 
river should form a barrier against 
aggression. That was the thought 
expressed by Marshal Foch on the 
morrow of the armistice. Neither 
the Commander-in-Chief of the al- 
lied armies nor the French Govern- 
ment of 1919 had for a sinele mo- 
ment the idea of incerporating In 
french territory+«one ssuare inch 
of German terrifory. 

Ovnosed to Annexation. 

“Tl myself, who was at that time 
the President of the republic, clear- 
ly expressed my ovinion to Prest- 
dent Wilson and Mr. Lioya Ceorge 
in a letter dated April 28, 1919. In

my opinion, it would have been | 
prudent to prolong the occupation 
of the left bank of the Rhine until 
the treaty had been definitely car- 
ried out. I considered that it was 
the surest means of inducing Ger- 
many to obtain her freedom. She 
had, moreover, herse!f employed 
this method after x871. but even 
at that time I was, course, as I 
am ‘today, opposed to any form of 
annexation. 
“Whatever the disappointments 
which have been experienced—the |? 
existence of which you are good | 
enough not to dispute—France has 
never sought anything not recog- 
nized to be hers by the treaty. If 
that treaty had beer rarried out, 
she would never have complained. 
“On the day of victwry she did 
not conceive boundless hopes; she 
did not count on impossible reim- 
bursemnents.

In this connection it was 
duly brought out by compatent 
evidence that a fair price in Mor- 
golia for a young wife was from 
five camels up—but that “an old 
widow” would bring as high as 30 
or 40 camels—a fact worth noting 
as coming from the neighborhood 
of the oldest civilization in the 
world. 

Wives No Longer Chattels. 
This naturally introduces the in- 
evitable query, where divorce is un- 
der discussion, as to how far wom- 
an is still regarded in law as a chat- 
tel, or as it is commonly put, a 
“slave.” Marriage, as we have said. 
creates a status—a change in condi- 
tion, and all you can really say 
about it is that, whereas the par- 
ties were both single before, they 
are married now, and that by some 
subtie process of transformation 
their position In the eyes of thx 
law has been altered to one as die- 
tinct as that existing between 
guardian and ward, master and 
slave. Slave, again! Most unfor- 
tunate fllustration, as it creates an 
entirely erroneous impression.
